Indtstry -em ploy e relations involve 
fa r more than questions of w ages 
hours and w orking conditions. They- 
involve fa r m ore than a bare contro- 
1 versy 
over 
the 
“ o p en” 
versrn 
“ closed” shop. These are issues, tru e 
enough, but wholly minor, except in 
so far as they touch upon the real 
issue w-hich we all, w orker and em 
ployer alike, face today; the issue of 
w hether an industrial A m erica can 
rem ain an Am erica of individuals 
j w ithout class and regardless of creed 
Unfortunately- this real issue has be 
come clouded. We have been so busy 
looking at the trees th a t we have lost 
sight of the im m ensity of the forest. 
H. H. Swift, head of one of the 
c o u n try ’s largest enterprises, re c e n t­ 
ly listed five points th a t the w-orker 
is most interested in: “First, to be 
I considered as an individual. Second, 
to feel that he has a dignified and 
secure part in a worthw hile e n te r ­ 
prise. Third, an opportunity to think, 
and at all tim es to express himself, 
about things th a t are going on about 
him, and to do so w ithout creating 
resentm ent. 
F o urth , 
a 
good 
pay­ 
c h eck ; th at is, the going wage, not 
feeling th at he is w orking for less 
than he is w o rth— n o r less than hi* 
fellow men in equivalent work and 
of the same ability. Fifth, the privi- 
Jege of being let alone to live his own 
life.” 
Even in the most rigid totalitarian 
economies, the w orker gets paid. H< 
has a job. He has security, at a price 
B ut he has lost every- last vestige o 4 
control over w hat he is to be paid, < 
how long or a t w h at he is to work 
More, 
he has lost irrevocably th 
privilege of being an individual. H 
is p art of a vast machine. 
This cou ntry is a land of individ 
uals, of rugged 
individualism. Th* 
only justification for the labor unioi 
is to advance the cause of the in 
dividual, not to crush him into t 
common mold. The g re at problem of 
industry, as Mr. Sw ift so aptly point­ 
ed out, is the problem of the individ 
ual and of how to g u a ran te e him : 
fu tu re as an individual. Unless w< 
can do more than o ffe r him paternal 
ired 
security, 
which 
destroys 
hi 
right to live his own life, we hav 
lost the “ faith th a t is A m erica.’*—
